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John Mazzacano ‘champeen’ 


John Mazzacano of Sierra Madre had 
the shock of his life Sunday when he heard 
his voice on radio station KNX immediately 
following his participation in the Second Los 
Angeles Marathon. 

“We were driving home and there was my 
voice — one of 15,000 runners — being inter¬ 
viewed. I was walking across the USC campus 
when someone came up to me and asked how 
it was in the marathon. I felt good about the 
whole race, 1 said. And ihen 1 heard it played 
back on the radio,’’ Mazzacano said. 

Running a marathon is something like 
driving a car — you need two good eyes to 
see both sides. Mazzacano, 28, is one of those 
with a sight handicap who has made it. He 
was born blind in his left eye with a mutated 
optic nerve so he has no peripheral vision in 
that eye. 

Running in the midst of 15,000 other run¬ 
ners in Sunday’s marathon was certainly an 
experience for someone with no peripheral 
vision on one side, but John was one of those 
who finished the race. He estimates he was 
among those between 9000 and 10,000 hardy 
...t ouls w ho actually finished the 26-mile 385- 
' ySrir^St^inofl. joitu ewtitffWW "the rat* W 
3 hrs., 18 min., 58 seconds. 

Where was it the worst? The last two 
miles. “The last 385 yards were probably the 
roughest but they were the most exhilarating. 
I found myself sprinting at the end among the 
applause and excitement.’’ 

Actually, John enjoys the triathlon — 
swimming, biking and running — the most 
fun. He credits Scott Bickel, new head swim 
coach at PHS, for teaching him the technique 
of running. The two men backpack regularly 
into the Sierras, bike ride together often and 
swim at the local pool about every evening. 
They can do Mt. Whitney in a day.

This temporary ordinance was established in 
November, 1986, to forestall demolition of build¬ 
ings and sites of historic value. In effect, it re¬ 
quires a conditional use permit up to one year be¬ 
fore any development can be completed on homes 
built before 1930 in Sierra Madre. 

At Monday evening’s joint Sierra Madre City 
Council and Cultural Heritage Commission meet¬ 
ing, the group discussed various aspects of the 
ordinance and noted many benefits to the owners 
of such structures that the ordinance may allow. 

The group will meet before the next regular 
Cultural Heritage Commission meeting Apr. 1.

Simplify taxes 
by rounding off 


The Internal Revenue Service encour¬ 
ages everyone to round off cents to the 
nearest dollar when figuring Federal in¬ 
come taxes. The advantages to rounding 
off is that you are likely to make fewer 
math errors since you will be working with 
fewer figures. 

If one item is rounded on the return, 
all amounts must be rounded off con¬ 
sistently. Amounts under 50 cents should 
be dropped, and amounts 50 cents and 
above should be increased to the next 
highest dollar. For example, $1.49 becomes 
$1 and $1.59 becomes $2.

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‘Rules for Teachers, 1872' 


Life for teachers is considerably different 
these days from what it was over 100 years 
ago in 1872, according to a piece Ruth and 
Paul Tate found in the Carriage House Mu¬ 
seum in Santa Ynez. They brought a copy of 
“Rules for Teachers, 1872” to the News and 
we would like to share it. It follows: 

1. Teachers each day will fill lamps, clean 
chimneys. 

2. Each teacher will bring a bucket of 
water and a scuttle of coal for the day’s 
session. 

3. Make your pens carefully. You may 
whittle tips to the individual taste of 
the pupils. 

4. Men teachers may take one evening 
each week for courting purposes, or 
two evenings a week if they go to 
church regularly. 

5. After ten hours in school, the teachers 


may spend the remaining time reading 
the Bible or other good books. 

6. Women teachers who marry or engage 
in unseenly conduct will be dismissed. 

7. Every teacher should lay aside Irom 
each pay a goodly sum of his earnings 
for his benefit during his declining 
years so that he will not become a 
burden on society. 

8. Any teacher who smokes, uses liquor 
in any form, frequents pool or public 
halls, or gets shaved in a barber shop 
will give good reason to suspect his 
worth, intention, integrity and honesty. 

9. The teacher who performs his labor 
faithfully and without fault for five 
years will be given an increase ol 
twenty-five cents per week in his pay, 
providing the Board of Education ap¬ 
proves.

Monrovia time capsule unearthed recently

On Wednesday, Feb. 
18, the time capsule 
committee of Mon¬ 
rovia, as part'of that 
city’s continuing Cen¬ 
tennial celebration, 
dug up the time cap¬ 
sule buried at Library 
Park beneath the 
Monroe stone. 


The capsule, a cop¬ 
per box, was original¬ 
ly slated to be buried 
in May of 1936 when 
the city celebrated its 


50-year anniversary 
and the stone com¬ 
memorating the town’s 
founder, William 
Newton Monroe was 
placed in the park. The 
box, containing news¬ 
papers, documents and 
pictures, was lost be¬ 
fore its burial could 
take place. It was dis¬ 
covered in the old 
Chamber of Com¬ 
merce offices in 1952. 
More recent memora- 
bilis was added to the 
collection at that time. 


and the capsule was 
buried. 

Present at the un¬ 
earthing were not only 
the time capsule com¬ 
mittee, Joan Bonholt- 
zer, Bob Massinger, 
David Marshall, Kinda 
Proctor, Marlene Stel- 
ling and Nancy Wil¬ 
cox, but Monrovia’s 
town historian, Myron 
Hotchkiss, area resi¬ 
dents.

One of the reasons I 
even underlcmk this morn¬ 
ing’s “outing” was that 
Jesus told us to preach 
good news to the poor. 
Those guys at the mis¬ 
sion arc the poorest lolks 
1 know. 

If self-centeredness and 
crass materialism arc 
chief hindrances to service 
in God’s work, (and I 
think they arc) doesn’t 
it stand to reason that 
self-sacrincc toward those 
without could help adjust 
our preoccupation with 
getting ahead? 

Since lile is rather 
liceting and all loo short, 
for heavens sake let’s imi 
burden our vessel with 
excess cargo for cargo’s 
sake. It’ll only slow us 
down.

Many companies expanded 


The California Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce re¬ 
ports 448 companies an¬ 
nounced plans to expand 
or locate major facilities 
in the state in 1986. 

According to the de¬ 
partment’s survey of 
planned industrial develop¬ 
ment, the projects will 
generate approximately 
159,582 direct and in¬ 
direct jobs. 

Commerce Chief De¬ 
puty Director Jack Stew¬ 
art said 1986 was the 
second best year on re¬ 
cord in terms of the num¬ 
ber of companies in¬ 
volved, falling short of 
the all lie high of 638 
reached in 1985. 

“Considering the un¬ 
certainties over the na¬ 
tion’s new tax reform law 
and its potential impact 
on business expansion, 
California enjoyed a very 
good year,” said Stew¬ 
art noting that corpor¬ 
ate investment in indus¬ 
trial development projects 
in 1986 reached an esti¬ 


mated $3.7 billion, near¬ 
ly matching a record set 
in 1985. 

Forty of California’s 
58 counties were selected 
for major facility expan¬ 
sions or locations during 
1986. Leading the stale 
was Los Angeles County 
with 67 projects. Round¬ 
ing out the top 10 
were: Orange (45), San 
Bernardino (37), San 
Joaquin (34), Santa Clara 
(33), Sacramento (27), 
Alameda (27), San Diego 
(22), Solano (16), and 
Merced (14). 

Fifty-nine percent of 
the new projects in 1986 
were manufaclruing 
facilities. Other industrial 
categories included ware¬ 
house/distribution (24%), 
headquarters (11%), re¬ 
search and development 
(4%), and energey relat¬ 
ed (2%). 

According to the Com¬ 
merce survey, the fourth 
quarter was the strong¬ 
est of the year with 119

Riverside County cap¬ 
tured one of the largest 
overall industrial expan¬ 
sions in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. International Rectifier 
announced plans to invest 
$90 million in a 280,000 
sq. ft. electronics chip 
facility. The companv is 
expcvted to employ ap¬ 
proximately 700 people. 

Most ol the companies 


leading the field in pro¬ 
jected employment will be 
sited in San Bernardino 
County. They include 
Lockheed (1800 jobs). 
General Dynamics (1200 
jobs). Commercial Wood 
Products (470 jobs), AFG 
(350 jobs), and Bell Moun¬ 
tain Trucking (350 jobs). 
A Pacific Bell expansion 
in Solano County is ex¬ 
pected to provide jobs 
for 350 people. 

Manufacturing facili¬ 
ties account for 70 per¬ 
cent of the expansions 
and kKations in the fourth 
quarter. Other industrial 
categories include warc- 
house/distribution (17%)..

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 
ARTICLE IX -> LAND USE 
CHARTER 1 — ZONING REGULATIONS 
FART Q—R.3 MULTIRLE-FAMILY RESIDENTIAL ZONE (R-3 ZONE) 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES ORDAIN 

SECTION 1. Sections 9350 through 9358 of the Sierra Madre Muni- 
cipel Code are hereby amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 0350. RURROSE. The purpose of the Medium Density Mul¬ 
tiple Family (hereinafter "R-S") Zone is to classify and set standards tor 
the orderly development of Residential-Medium Density areas in a manner 
that will be compatible with Sierra Madre’s residential character and general 
community image. It is interKled that this zone be utilized in areas 
where the City's circulation system will serve adequately these higher den¬ 
sities and most importantly in locations adiacent to the ccMitmercial fa¬ 
cilities of the downtown area. 

SECTION 0351. CMTERIA. The following general criteria are hereby 
established for reclassification of larHj to the R-3 zone: 

(i^. General Rian. Compliance with the General Plan. 

(b) . Location. Medium density multiple family areas shall be located 

with primary access to either the major or collector streets and 
in such an area that traffic generations attributed to such de¬ 
velopments do not severely conflict with other community functions 

(c) . Need. A demonstrated public need shall be established based upon 

determined demand, existing vacancy (actor and availability of land 

(d) . UtUHIoa. It shall be determined if the existing utilities systems 

water, sewer, drainage, electrical, gas and communications faci¬ 
lities) are adequate or new systems shall be constructed to ade 
quatety serve medium (tensity multiple family residential develop¬ 
ment. 

(e) . Minimum Lot Width. There shall be a minimum tot width of ninety 

(90) feet for all R-3 lots hereafter created. 

SECTION 9352. RERMITTED USES. In the R-3 zone only such uses are 
permitted as are hereinafter specifically provided and allowed, subject 
to the provisions of Part (k) governing off-street parking requirements: 

(a). Multiple family dweilings. 

(t^. Accessory buildings and uses customarily incidental to apartment 
house or condominium development Architectural styling of such 
accessory buildings shall be the same as that of the main struc¬ 
ture or structures. 

(c) . A public parking area. 

(d) . Any use permitted in the R-2 Zone. 

SECTION 9353. ALL USES PERMITTED IN THE R-3 ZONE ARE SUB 
JECTTO A CONDITIONAL USE PERMIT 

Reference is hereby made to Section 9810 thereof, where a list of uses 
permitted by conditional use permit is contained. 

SECTION 9354. DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS. The following standards 
Shall apply to all R-3 and Condominium construction within the R-3 Zone 

(a). Density. The maximum number of dwelling units permitted shall 
be as follows: 

2 units: Minimum Lot Area shall be 9.000 square feet for 2 such 
units. 

Additional unit: an additional lot area of 3000 square feet shall be 
required for each additional dwelling unit. 

(1). Dertafty Bonuses. The maximum number of dwelling units permitted, 
using the criteria established herein for density bonuses, shall be 
as follows; 

2 units; Minimum Lot Area shall be 7,500 square feet for 2 such 
units, when a density bonus is granted. 

Additional units: an additional lot area of 2.500 square feet shall 
be required for each additional unit, when a (tensity bonus is 
granted 


(1) . • Purpose: To encourage quality design of R-3 (tevelopment in 

Sierra Madre by providing an incentive of increased density 

(ii) . Basis of Evaluation: Applications for development under the 

Density Bonus section shall be evaluated by the Planning 
Commission using the criteria established herein. Approval of 
increased (tensity requires finding by the Commission that the 
(tesign of the development as proposed would not be material¬ 
ly (tetrimental to adjoining properties and would result in a 
substantially superior overall development than required to 
meet R-3 development standards 

(iii) . Criteria: The Planning Commission shall use the following 

criteria in evaluating an application for Density Bonus: 

1. Siting: Building sitir^g should maximize privacy through 
placement of windows, balconies, landscaping, and design 
of outdoor spaces. Building siting should be related to near¬ 
by buildings as well as adjacent parcels. Buildiiygs should be 
oriented to face the street, awning views the street 
of parking garages and alleys Buitdfng design and siting 
should minimize negative Impact on views from adjacent 
properties. Buildings should be oriented to encourage use of 
outd(X>r areas and to be compatible with at^olning building 
orientation. Clustering of buildings and modulation of ar¬ 
chitectural elements are encouraged to provide pleasing 
and useful grourKf-levei and above-ground spaces 

2. Qradtfig: Alterations to natural grade, except for minor gra 
ding for landscaping purposes, are discouraged 

3. Trees: Tree preservation and landscaping with specimen 
trees are enrnuraged Landscapir>g should be designed to 
minimize impact of development on surrounding prop¬ 
erties 

4. Preservation: Preservation and renovation of existing 
single-family units of historical character or of quality 
design is er.couraged. Where existing homes are pre¬ 
served and incorporated into the (tevelopment. the design 
of the develophient should respect the character and siting 
of the home to minimize impact on the neighborhood The 
Planning Commission may consKter some relaxation of set¬ 
back and other zoning requirements for developments that 
incorporate existing units, providing that the development 
is not materially detrimental to adjoining properties. 

5. Contextual Design: Building forms and details should be in 
keeping with adjacent neighborhood character, where ap¬ 
propriate. Where possible preservation of existing single- 
family. 

6. Buildlf>g Materials: Materials, colors, and textures generally 
should be compatible with those of adjacent and other 
nearby buildings and the overall character of the neigh¬ 
borhood. Materials, while not limited to, should pre¬ 
dominantly be masonry, stucco or wood. 

7. Paving: Use of quality materials, such as brick and ex¬ 
posed aggregate concrete and use of porous materials 
(grasscrete) are encouraged. 

(b) . Site Area. Any R-3 site hereafter created shall consist of not less 

than 12,600 square feet of usable land Any R-3 site heretofore 
existing shall consist of the square footage existing on the date of 
adoption of this ordinance. 

(1). Demolition permits must be Included within the conditional use 
process, a structure may not be removed without approval of 
the C.U.P. and demolition. 

(c) . Minimum Site Width: The minimum width of any R-3 site hereafter 

after created shall be ninety (90) feet at the front property line 
The minimum width of any R-3 site heretofore established shall 
be the minimum width existing on the date of the adoption of this 
ordinance. 

(d) . Minimum Average Site Depth: The minimum average depth of any 

R-3 site hereafter created shall be one hundred and forty (140) 
feet. The minimum average depth of any R-3 site heretofore es¬ 
tablished shall be the minimum average depth existing on the date 
of the adoption of this ordinance. 

(e) . Yards and Building Setbacks 

(1). Setback from a public right-of-way. 

The minimum setback from any public right-of-way shall 
be twenty-five (25) feet for any structure exceeding forty-two 
(42) inches in height, or whenever existing structures ad¬ 
joining the site represent similar Mtbacks for 50% of the 
lots on the same side of the street, the building may not 
exceed the adjoining structure in accordance with Exhibit 1 

(2) . Setback for interior property line. 

(I). Minimum setbacks from interior property lines shall be 
ten (10) feet for single-story construction: however, garages 
may be constructed along the property line where the dif¬ 
ference between adioining grades do not exceed one (1) 
foot and is not adjoining an R-1 property line or R-1 Use. 
subject to approval by the Planning Commission. 

(ii).The wall along the property line shall be constructed of 
solid masonry and shall not exceed 12 feet in height 
from said grade. 

(iii). The minimum setback tor two-story structures shall be 
fifteen (15) feet; however, when such building is over seven¬ 
ty-five (75) feet in length and is adjacent to property 
zoned for single-family resKtential use as well as designa¬ 
ted for such in the General Plan, its setback shall be 
increased one (1) foot for every five (5) feet in excess of 
seventy-five (75) feet Such setback need not. however, 
exceed thirty (30) feet. 

(Iv). The minimum setback for the first floor of a two-story 
structure shall be ten (10) feet providing the second story 
is fifteen (15) feet from the property line, and not mot% 
than 50*/« of the first-floor structure and is used as an 
uncovered patio or deck. 

(v).The minimum setback for two-story structures and the sec¬ 
ond story thereof shall be increased to a minimum of 
twenty (2(^ feet as the site abuts the rear of a property 
zoned R-1. along that property line. 

( 3 ) . Baleontee and ealerlor stairways 

One-half (Vi) of the balonies and extert(K stairways shall not 
project more than fifty (SO) percent of the minimum setback 
requirement Into any required setback areas. The minimum 
projection from any property line abutting R-i Zone property 
shall be ten (10) feet. ^ 

(f) . Rteeement of BuMdlngs: The minimum distance between main 

buildings shall be twenty-five (29) feet unless there are no openings 
on the exteriors of the two opposing building walls, in which 
es se such distance shall be not less than fifteen (15) feet. 


(g) Mexlmwiii Budding Coverages. Building coverage shall not oxcmMl 
an aggregate of fifty-five (55) percent of the lot or parcel area 
(Covered area shall be considered to be the total amount of land 
covered by residential structures, garages, and driveways. 

Decks, patios, porous paving areas, recreational areas. pcKtestrian 
walkways and terraces rteed r>ot be consictered covered areas lor 
the purpose of this standard. An additional 5% in covered area 
may be ackted to the aggregate, increasing it to sixty (80) percent 
with the use of porous surfaces 

(h) . Building Lengtfi: No building shall exceed a length ol one hurnlrod 

fifty (150) feel and no wall of such building shall cxter>d a dis 
tance greater than fifty (50) feet of length 

(I) Building height: No building shall exceed thirty (30) feel in height 
or two stones above finish exterior grarte. whichever is less. 

(1) . The roof line must be to within 26 feel of a level grarted 

area of at least 10 feet in (tepth over 25% of the perimeter 
of the building 

(2) . Exterior grade resulting from back fillir>g shall exterKJ a min- 

inum 01 ten (10) feet and be free of fences or barriers 

(j) BuHding Material: Wood shingles are prohibited and flammable si 
ding may only be used on the side of structures with one hour 
fire rating construction. Openings and win(k>ws are permitted 

(k) Floor Aroa. Private Patios and Balcontes: The minimum areas mea 
sured in square feet and minimum dimensions measured in lineal 
feel for unit floor area, private patios and balconies shall ho 
as follows: 


(1). Private patios shall be providnd for each ground-floor dwelling 

unit in accordance with the schedule below

(I) Off-Street Parking Requirements 

(1) Offstreet parking for projects having a density of 1 to 6 units 
per acre shall provide two (2) enclosed spaces per unit plus 
one (1) open parking space per unit 

(2) Off-street parking tor projects having a density greater than 
eight (8) units per acre shall be provided at the following 
ratios 

(i) Each dwelling unit with two (2) or more bedrooms shall 
be provided with two (2) enclosed or covered off-street 
parking spaces 

(ii) Guest parking shall be required at a ratio of one (l) 
parking space for every three (3) units Said guest parking 
spaces shall be distributed throughout the development 
Such parking areas shall be designated and conveniently 
accessible for guest parking

(i-c) The arrangement ut garage facilities shall be such that 
they do not face toward any public street or that they 
shall be screened from view 

(i-d) Each dwelling unit shall have an assigned enclosed 
parking space within two hundred (200) feet walking 
distance of such unit 

(i-e) The arrangement and access for parking lots or parking 
spaces shall conform to Park (t) hereof

A iT^imum of 25% of those areas normally covered

"No Parking" signs with lettering not less than two 
inches in height shall be place conspicuously at the 
entrance to and at intervals of not less than one 
hundred (100) feet along every required driveway 
(ii) No person shall park, stand, or leave any vehicle in any portion 
of a required driveway except for the purpose of ar>d during the 
process of loading or unloading passengers or merchandise and 
then only while such vehicle is attended by the operator thereof. 

(ii^ Parking height: Structures used principally for parking shall no 
be higher than one story. Parking shall not be permitted above 
ground level 

(m) . Common Usable recreation Leisuro Areee 

A minimum of four hundred (400) square feet of common usable recrea¬ 
tional-leisure space shall be provided for each dwelling. This space 
shall be conveniently located and readily acesssibis to all dwelling 
units. Such space may extend into the required setback areas of the < 
development Only that portion which is utilized for recrestionai-leiaure 
space shall be included in calculating the total area. Swimming pools, 
putting greens, court game facilities, recreational buildings and other 
similar facilities may be included In this ares At least ons-heif of this 
required area shall be devoted to usable open landscaped areas 
(1). Private patios or enclosed yards may be calculated and added to¬ 
gether as an offset to these requirements. 

(n) . Landscaping 

(1) . All open areas with the exception of vehicular accessways and 

parking areas, pedestrian walkways and paved and/or covered recrea¬ 
tional facilities shall be landscaped and permanently maintained in 
an attractive manner. On-site trees equivalent to one 15 gallon 
tree for each residential unit shall be provided. Additional trees 
and shrubs shall also be planted to provide a wall-balanced land- 
scapa plan. For the purpose of this section, other specimen 
materiel as approved by the Planning Department may be con¬ 
sidered as equivalent to a i5-gallon tree. 

(2) . A minimum twenty-four (24) square feet of planting area shall be 

provided for every ten (10). or fraction thereof, open single row or 
twenty (20). or fraction thereof, open double-row parking stalls 

(3) . All planted areas shall be surrounded by a curb of concrete or 

comparable materials six (6) Inches minimum above final grade or 
above asphalt level of the perking tot. except when such planted 
areas lie adjacent to a concrete sidewalk, masonry wall or a building 

(4) . Landscaping shall consist of combinations of trees, shrubs and 

ground covers with careful consideration given to eventual size, 
form, susceptibility to disease and pests, durability and adaptability 
to existing soil and climate conditions. 

(5) . Street trees shall be provided to City standards and in accordance 

with the Master Plan for Street Trees with l5>gsllon trees planted 
approximately twenty-five (25) feet on center on local streets and 
at approximately thirty-five (35) loot intarvala within a ten (10) foot 
setback from the right-of-way line where perkway trees cannot be 
plented within the public right-of-way

off-street parking trees hydrants telephone poles, floodlights dnvewayi.

must be included Such preliminary plans shall likewise show to scale the

SECTION 9358. PLAN REVIEW: The Planning Oepartmeni shall review 
all such plans submitted, and shall endorse its approval on a copy thereof 
if it determines that the same comply with all of the provisions of this 
code If it determines that ths plans thus submitted to not conform with 
one or more provisions of this code, it shall endorse its disapproval 
thereof together with a statement of the sections with which such plans 
do not conform 

SECTION 9357. PLAN REVIEW ENGINEERING. Ths Planning Department 
shall transmit to the City Engineer and Building Department a copy of all 
auch preliminary plans The plans thus submitted shall be reviewed by 
the City Engineer and Building Inspector and a written report thereon pre¬ 
pared and returned to the Planning Department.
